Allow from .an hour and a half to two 
hours time to roast a five-pound 
roast (rolled).

away until de a r fat is left in the 
pan. 
When the liq uid in the pan 
stops bubbling the fat will be dear. 
I'our off all the fat but two table­ 
spoonfuls. 
Stir in two tablespoons 
flour and let 
brown. 
Add 
water 
slowly, stirring constantly until the 
gravy is smooth and the right thick­ 
ness. 
It will take about 2 cups of 
water. 
Stir over the fire for three 
minutes and add salt 
and 
popper. 
Cook two minutes longer and serve in 
a gravy dish 
With a self-basting roaster in tlie 
bottom of the roaster
